Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach at least one amplitude-selective damping 
device providing damping separately from the at least one damping valve, the amplitude 
selective device having a housing which is axially movable in one of the work spaces, a 
second axially movably separating piston contained in the housing and separating the 
housing into a first and second work chamber and a bypass connection connecting at 
least one of the work spaces to the first work chamber in combination with a switchable 
valve controlling the bypass and a cylinder with damping medium and a piston rod 
guided in the cylinder.
